W a sh in g to n, May 3.—Secretary Win- 
dom bas w ritten a letter in reply to an 
article In a financial newspaper on the 
general subject of the currency in which 
he undertakes to refute the assertion 
th a t the administration favors the con­ 
traction of the currency. 
He gives 
figures in regard to the circulation and 
treasury holdings May I and makes com­ 
parison with the estimated circulation 
of the principal countries of Europe. 
According to these figures and esti­ 
mating the present population of the 
United States at 64,000,000 the amount 
of metallic and paper money 
in the 
United States, not including any portion 
of the amount held by the treasury of 
the United States is §22.36 per captia, 
or more than in any of the leading 
countries in Europe with the exception 
of France, in which the circulation la 
estimated at £>7 .3 6 per captia. 
Mr. 
Windom says: 
“ In regard to the money supposed to 
be hoarded by the United States treas­ 
ury, aside from the fund deposited In the 
treasury by national banks for the re­ 
demption of their notes which have been 
retired, which the government holds as 
a trustee, and the balances on deposit in 
the treasury by disbursing officers, the 
only reserve which is kept by tile treas­ 
ury is £100,(KH),OOO in gold for the re­ 
demption of legal-tender notes as pro­ 
vided by the acts of lS7.r> aud 1882. 
“ There is no disposition on the part 
of the administration of the treasury to 
hoard money, and the so-called surplus, 
which is the excess of the receipts over 
the expenditures, can be used under tho 
present law only in the redemption of 
th e bonded debt of the United States, 
which is being done as rapidly as the 
bonds can be judiciously purchased. The 
surplus on the 1st Inst. amounted to 
only $26,930,623, exclusive of fractional 
silver coin, of which 831,648.898 was on 
deposit in national banks performing the 
duty of a circulating medium. 
It is the 
policy and purpose of the department to 
withdraw a large portion of thjs deposit 
and invest it in United States bonds as 
rapidly as it can be done without dan­ 
ger of decreasing the actual circula­ 
tion.” 
In support of this statement the secre­ 
tary says that of tho 8666,643,591, total 
amount of money In the treasury April 
I, last, 8134,938,029 in gold coin was de­ 
posited tor the redemption of gold cer­ 
tificates and 8290,605,562 in silver dol­ 
lars for the redemption of silver certifi­ 
cates. Neither of these amounts belongs 
to the government, but both are held 
simply in trust for the redemption of 
gold and silver certificates outstanding; 
§67,891,267 were held as a fund for the re­ 
demption of national bank notes, con­ 
sisting of money paid into the treasury 
by national banks for that purpose, 
while 838,972,171 rep resen ted the money 
to the credit of disbursing officers, and 
kept in th e tre a su ry m erely as a matter 
of convenience and which th e y check 
against; 86,074,537 consisted of silver 
bullion from melted trade dollars; 84,- 
634,991 silver bullion at the mint pur­ 
chased for the coinage of the silver dol­ 
lars in process of coinage; 828.814,564 of 
fractional silver coin, largely mutilated 
and abraded, for which there is no cur­ 
rent demand, and 8100,000,000 was held 
a a a reserve for the redemption of legal- 
tender notes as required by law—a total 
Of 8665,931,037. 
The secretary closes his letter as fol­ 
lows : 
“ I have already recommended in my 
annual report an increaso of currency 
amounting to about 8-50,000,000 
per 
annum. It should be evident, therefore, 
th a t this letter is not intended to ex­ 
press any opinion as to the sufficiency of 
our currency, but only to correct certain 
statements as to its quantity.”

At W. S. lteahel’s some non-union 
men were at work. 
Three 
hundred 
strikers started for the place to “clean 
out the establishment,” as the strikers 
said. 
Mr. Beahcl, becoming frightened 
sent for the police and the patrol-wagon 
was sent to tho scene of the prospective 
trouble.

W a s h in g t o n, May 3,—Mr. Cullom, 
from the Committee on Inter-State Com­ 
merce, made a report with testimony on 
the subject of American commerce by 
Canadian tailroads.

Possession of the 
Town of Tourcolng. 


P a r is , May 3. —A dispatch from Tour- 
coing, an extensive manufacturing town 
In tho department of tile North, states 
that serious trouble has broken out 
there.
